GUT THREATENED 


IN PICKETING OF 2 
ELEGHNIG PLANTS 


Engineers Reporting for 
Night Shift Refuse to 
Cross Office Workers’ 
Lines at Cahokia and 
Venice.

A serious electric power cur- 
tailment in the St. Louis area was 
threatened today as picket lines 
were thrown around two East 
Side plants of the Union Electric 
Co. by an AFL International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers 
union. These plants furnish 60 per 
cent of the power for the area. 

Picketing was by members of 

VAC 


IBEW Local 1455, representing 
1200 Union Electric office em- 
ployes, in a dispute over reclassifi- 
cation of an East St. Louis woman 
employe and the suspension of 
two other employes. 

Refusal to Pass Pickets. 

The afternoon shifts at_ both 
plants, at Venice and Cahokia, 
refused to pass the picket lines 
after arriving at the plants at 3 
p.m, Individuals asked by re- 
porters if they were going to work 
received the reply: “No, I’m not 
going to pass a picket line.” 

There were about 50 pickets, in- 
cluding 15 women, on duty in 
Monsanto road, which leads to 
the Cahokia plant. When the 150 
evening shift men appeared they 
sized up the situation, and the 
majority turned back, presumably 
to return to their homes. 

The plant operating employes 
are members of Local 148, AFL 
Operating Engineers. ‘Leo Bach- 
inski, business agent of Local 148, 
told reporters his members were 
being advised there was no disputs 
between their union and the com- 
pany and that “it is up to the in- 
dividual member to decide whether 
he wants to cross the picket line 
of another AFL union.” 

Waiting for Bachinski. 

At the Venice plant the 150 eve- 
ning shift men assembled near the 
gate, but made no attempt to 
crash the picket line. Members 
of the group said they were await- 
ing the appearance of Bachinski. 

Foremen and watchmen were 
permitted to enter the plants, The 
day shift, which had been on duty 
Since this morning, had not left 


the plants when this edition went 


to press, The company has stated 
that, if coal is available, super- 
visory employes can operate the 
power producing units indefinitely. 
It was stated that power would 
not shut off immediately, even if 
the operating force left. 

Company officerg met this after- 
noon with Bachinski; Matt Bun- 
yan, business agent of Local 1455, 
and Frank Jacobs, international 
representative of the AFL Elec- 
trical Werkers, in an effort to 
bring about a settlement. The 
United States Conciliation and 
Mediation Service offered to help, 
but was not represented at the 
conference. 

Essential Services Assured. 

All essential service—fire and 
police alarms and hospitals—will 
be served from the Osage and 
Keokuk dam plants and from the 
St. Louis plant at Ashley street. 
A spokesman said the two hydro- 
electric plants and Ashley street 
could handle the normal night- 
time power load, with a combined 
production of 375,000 kilowatts. In- 
dustrial users would be the first 
affected, if Cahokia and Venice 
closed down. Residential users 
would be supplied, but would be 
requested to reduce consumption 
to a minimum.

AS BOOKIE PLACES 


State’s Attorney Says He

The Hyde Park Club, elaborate 
gambling casino in Venice, and 
the 200 Club, gambling establish- 
ment in Madison, which have been 
closed since last March 11, opened 
today as handbooks, accepting bets 
as small as 50 cents on horse 
races. 

John P. Connor and Gregory E. 
(Red) Moore, part owners of the 
Hyde Park Club, have been busy 
for days preparing for the open- 
ing. Connor told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter there was “no hoodlum” 
connected with the club and that 
it would be operated on a “clean 
and orderly” basis. The handbook 
is in an annex adjoining the main 
Hyde Park gambling casino. 

Harry E. Wrest, who recently 
bought the 200 Club from Charles 
Davis, is operating the handbook 
there. 

Sheriff Dallas T. Harrell of 
Madison county, when asked about 
the opening of the two handbooks, 
paused for several minutes, then 
said loudly: “No comment.” 

State’s Attorney Austin Lewis, 
who said he did not know about 
the opening of th etwo clubs, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter he did 
not plan to do anything about 
it “until a police officer informs 
me they are open.” 

Both handbooks were being 
served by Pioneer News Service, 
which is the St. Louis “front” for 
the Chicago Capone syndicate in 
its operation of a nation-wide rac- 
in news service.

The summer solstice, start of 
the astronomical summer, was 
reached at 1:03 p.m, today, when | 
the sun attained its greatest decli-_| 
nation to the north, Meteorologist 
Harry E. Wahlgren explained.

Kind-hearted passersby came to 
the aid of 11-year-old Jimmy Reyn- 
olds yesterday after the Humane 
Society had turned down an ap- 
peal for assistance.

The woman, whose name was 
not learned, phoned the Humane 
Society and was told they did 
not make calls unless the animal 
had to be destroyed or was to be 
put in a home. For treatment, they 
told the woman, the dog must be 
brought to the Society. 

Returning from ‘making the 
phone call, the woman found a 
group of interested spectators 
about Jimmy. At her suggestion 
they contributed coins so Jimmy 
might take a taxicab to a vet- 
erinarian. 

This plan was changed when 
Mrs. R. J. Weldon, 819 Portland 
terrace, offered to take Jimmy and 
Skip to the Humane Society of 
Missouri shelter, 1210 Macklind 
avenue, in her automobile.

PARIS, June 21 (AP)—The Big 
Four foreign ministers, after a 
hectic ending of their four weeks’ 
conference, stood today on a 
pledge for East-West peace in 
Germany and general agreement 
on the terms of an Austrian inde- 
pendence treaty. 

The conference closed last night, 
but not until after a flurry of ex- 
citement and confusion caused 
when Russia sought unsuccess- 
fully to make a last-minute change 
in the communique, which al- 
ready had been released for pub- 
lication. It seemed Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Y, Vishinsky had 
been reprimanded by Moscow for 


'Grindle. He is president of the

Grindle came to Washington late 
in April in search of a govern- 
ment contract for his factory. 

He hdd been referred to Col.

“dear” friends in high government 
posts—and by his boasts of the 
profitable “deals” he had made for 
his clients through the “influence” 
he said he wielded. 

Cites Notable Names. 

Grindle was impressed—as any 
business man would have been— 
by some of the names Col. Hunt 
tossed off as those of men he 
knew. 

Among them were: 

1. Maj. Gen. Harry L. Vaugh- 
an, military aide to President 
Truman. 

2. Secretary of Defense Louis 
A. Johnson. 

3. Maj. Gen. Herman Feldman, 
Army Quartermaster General. 

4. Jess Larson, former War 
Assets Administrator, who was 
recently named Federal Works 
Administrator. 

5. Maj. Gen. Alden H. Waitt, 
chief of the Army Chemical 
Warfare Service. 

6. John R. Steelman, the top- 
ranking assistant to, President 
Truman. 

7. Lt. Col. Roy T. Evans Jr., 
executive officer of the supply 
division of the Office of Quar- 
termaster General. 

(It should be emphasized here 
that Washington is a city inwhich 
part of the stock in trade of some 
lobbyists and “five percenters” is 
the casual mention of big people 
they claim to know and the ave- 
nues of influence they claim to 
have. Quite often the big people 
are no more than nodding ac- 
quaintances of the lobbyists and 
“five percenters” who bandy their 
names about.) 

Elaboration by Hunt. 
| Col, Hunt—in_ his efforts to *im- 
press Grindle—did not stop with 
the simple mention of the “big 
names” he knew. 

He described in considerable de- 
tail his alleged business and so- 


one point of the Austrian treaty 
regarding oil profits. 

After a hurried post-conference 
session at the French Foreign Of- 
fice( the ministers decided to take 
up the point through diplomatic 
Channels and the conference was 
adjourned for the second time. 
Both Vishinsky and United States 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
told reporters the post-conference 
meeting would have to effect on 
the communique as_ previously 
given out. 

Points of Agreement. 

The following conference results 
were announced: 

1.A_ six-point statement of 
principles to guide negotiations 
in Germany. This featured a 
Russian promise not -to re 
impose a blockade of Berlin, in 
return for efforts to revive East- 
West trade in the former Reich. 
The four powers acknowledged 
they had failed to reunify the 
country politically and econom- 
ically but agreed, according to 
French Foreign Minister Robert 
Schuman, to respect each other’s 
pojitical set-ups, even though 
they do not agree with them. 

2. A joint communique an- 
nouncing a series of agreements 
on the outstanding issues in the 
Austrian treaty and instructing 
their deputies to wrap up the 
document by Sept. 1. The West 
met the $150,000,000 Soviet claim 
on Austria for German assets 
and Russia dropped its support 
of Yugoslav territorial claims on 
Austria. 

3. Agreement among the min- 
isters to maintain contact and 
hold another meeting in New 
York next fall during the United 
Nations General Assembly. An 
American deputy, Samuel Reb- 
er, said he was confident of 
agreement on an Austrian text 
in time for the fall session, 
when it presumably would be 
adopted and the Allies would 
pull their forces out of Austria. 

Fireworks at Windup. 

Vishinsky provided the last 
minute fireworks after agreeing 
at a closed afternoon meeting to 
the communique on conference 
results. As Acheson prepared to 
leave for his plane en route to 
Washington and British Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin headed 
for his special train and London,

NEW PRESIDENTIAL

WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP)— 
Congress has left it up to a six- 
man commission to decide whether 
the President of the United States 
needs a new residence.

' U.S. Evaluation of Results. 

American spokesmen were not 
optimistic in evaluating results of 
the conference. Work on the Aus- 
trian treaty was described as “sub- 
stantial steps” forward and impor- 
tant because it would free Austria 
ahd push Soviet troops farther 
back into eastern Europe. 

It is felt that ground has been 
neither gained nor lost in Ger- 
many, with the possibility that the 
principles agreed on may mean 
a lessening of tension between the 
East and West, particularly in Ber- 
lin. One United States spokesman 
said the Russians showed clearly 
they are on the defensive in Ger- 
many and trying to hold to what 
they have. They are no longer in 
a position to advance into western 
Germany, he said. 

The agreement on Austria pro- 
vides that that country shall guar- 
antee the rights of its Slovene 
and Croat minorities. This was one 
of the points on which Yugoslavia 
has insisted. Yugoslavia lost out 
on its claims for reparations from 
Austria but was told it will be per- 
mitted to seize, retain or liquidate 
Austrian holdings in Yugoslavia.

TYPHOON HITS JAPAN 
"GOO DEAD OR MISSING 


Wind Range Up‘to 115 Miles 
an Hour—500 Houses 
Are Wrecked. 


TOKYO, June 21 (AP)—A ty- 
phoon left an estimated 600 Japa- 
nese dead or missing in southern 
Japan. After raking the south- 
west tip of Honshu it swept out 
to sea today. 

The storm struck first at Oki- 
nawa, the big United States air 
base. No American casualties were 
reported. Gusts up to 115 miles 
an hour were recorded there. 

Then the typhoon hit the island 
of Kyushu, where police put the 
total dead at 40 and the number 
of missing at 563. Five hundred 
homes were wrecked. 

The typhoon then hit Japan’s 
Inland sea, causing heavy damage 
to coastal shipping, drove across 
the tip of Honshu and moved out 
into the Sea of Japam. Unless it 
departs from the usual courses of 
typhoons, the storm will hit the 
Asiatic mainland next.

MILWAUKEE, June 21 (UP)— 
Milton Babich began serving a life

Babich and Kathleen eloped on 
March 18, two days before Pa- 
tricia’s body was found in the

Public Service Co.’s plan, which 
is being vigorously opposed by St.

The latter figure would be al- 
most one-tenth of all estimated 
revenue under the higher fare 
plan. (The range of proposed 
earnings occurs because the com- 
pany furnished alternate figures 
covering two different degrees of 
reduced travel which might re- 
sult from raising the price of a 
ride.) 

In contrast, the stock earned 
$1,044,391 last year and a post- 
war low figure of $553,307 the year 
before. 

It was expected that the hear- 
ing would be adjourned today after 
completion of the company’s di- 
rect testimony, and probably will 
be resumed about July 5. In the 
meantime the opponents will pre- 
pare their attack on the higher 
fares. Yesterday the company 
presented an elaborate statistical 
showing of its asserted need for 
higher fares. 

Wilson Witness. 

John L. Wilson, president of 
Public Service Co., is to be the 
final witness for the company to- 
day, with the purpose of answer- 
ing some points raised by the city 
of St. Louis.

A special committee of the St.

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U/ECH PREMIER 
ACCUSES PRELATE 


OF SABOTAGE 
AGANSTREDRULE 


‘Asserts in Radio Speech 
to Nation That ‘Law 
and Justice’ Must Be 
Invoked Against Arch- 


bishop Beran. 


PRAGUE, June 21 (UP)—Pre- 
mier Antonin Zapotocky accused 
Archbishop Josef Beran tonight of 
trying to sabotage the Czechoslo- 
vak Communist government, and 
said “law and justice’ must be 


invoked against the archbishop. 


The Government, through Zapo- 


tocky as its spokesman, accused 


the archbishop of “terrorizing” 
Catholic priests who want to sup- 
port the Government, 

Zapotocky’s statement was made 
in an unprecedented nation-wide 
broadcast after a meeting of the 
Czech Cabinet, and may foreshad- 
ow a climax in the church-state 
dispute. In announcing Zapotocky 
the radio said the Ca®inet had 
discussed the church-state crisis, 
and decided that the Premier 
should report directly to the na- 
tion. 

Instruction by Archbishop. 

A few hours before the premier’s 
broadcast, the archbishop author- 
ized bishops and priests outside 
Prague to carry out themselves 
many of the duties his office had 
handled before it was placed un- 
der police control. 

Zapotocky, who spoke for five 
minutes, said: 

“The Government will not allow 
their time (the archbishop and 
bishops) terrorizing and ravish- 
ing of freedom of political opin- 
ion for patriotic Catholic priests. 
Law and justice must be used 
against marauders, provacateurs, 
and those who call for disorder 
and unrest.” 

The official warning followed a 
week-long campaign of invective 
by the government-controlled 
press against the archbishop. Only 
today the press openly called for 
the “punishment” of the archbish- 
op and his colleagues. 

Moravia Arrests Reported. 

Churchmen said clergy and 
prominent laymen were being ar- 
rested in Moravia, southeast of 
Prague near the Austrian and 
Hungarian border junction. 

One source reyorted, without con- 
firmation, that Archbishop Josef 
Matocha of Olomouc, second city 
of the province, had been placed 
under a police watch like that 
maintained for the last five days 
over Archbishop Beran. 

Reports of the arrests followed 
a hectic weekend which saw a 
pastoral letter from Beran read 
in churches throughout the coun- 
try denouncing the _ separatist 
Catholic Action group sponsored 
by the Government, and the halt- 
ing of the archbishop’s sermon in 
Prague by Communist heckling. 

The Moravian arrests were 
made, church sources said, to 
crack resistance of loyal Catholics 
to the separatist group. They said 
those arrested, whose number 
could not be estimated, had re- 
fused to sign pledges of allegiance 
to the new organization. 

The Vatican has denounced the 
group as “schismatic, anti-Catho- 
lic, a Communist tool and in op- 
position to the Episcopate.” It de- 
creed ex-communication for those 
voluntarily joining the organiza- 
tion and “the authors and pro- 
moters of it.” 


Poland Seizes Printing Presses of 
Catholic Monastery. 

WARSAW, June 21 (AP)—The 
Government announced yesterday 
ft had seized Franciscan Monas- 
tery printing presses worth $250,- 
000 at Niepokalanow, and reports 
said Catholic church printing 
equipment at 14 other places had 
been nationalized. The _ seizure 
was viewed as clamping a new 
gag on what the Communist-led 
Government calls the “reactionary 
clergy.” 

A Government spokesman said 
an executive order had been is- 
gued for the state to take over 
Catholic presses under the law of 
1946 which authorized nationaliza- 
tion of basic industries employing 
50 or more workers per shift. The 
law specifically mentioned print- 
ing shops without regard to the 
number of employes. 

This was the first action under 
the three-year-old law, however, to 
obtain Government control of the 
church press. 


RUSSIANS IN ANOTHER MOVE 
TO END BERLIN RAIL STRIKE 


BERLIN, June 21 (AP) — The 
Russians expressed a pointed de- 
sire today to end Berlin’s rail 
strike and said none of the work- 
ers would be punished merely for 
walking off the job. An Allied 
spokesman said the new develop- 
ment might serve as a basis for 
settlement of the walkout.

POWER CUT THREAT 
IN PICKETING OF 2

ported for work at 7 a.m. before 
the picket lines were established, 
entered the plants and continued 
full operation. Some _ engineers, 
who report after 7 a.m., encoun- 
tered the pickets, and did not go 
to work. Some of these men loi- 
tered near the picket lines and 
visited neighborhood restaurants 
and taverns. At Venice a group 
of engineers pitched horseshoes 
while awaiting developments. 


Pickets also were on duty at the 
Alton and East St. Louis company 
offices. East Side customers were 
asked by the company to postpone 
all business, except emergency 
calls, until] the dispute is settled. 
An effort will be made to handle 
emergency repairs, it was an- 
nounced. 

The dispute resulted from the 
transfer of a greater part of the 
activity of the office at Hartford, 
IillL, to the Alton office, and the 
proposed job reclassification of 
Mrs. James Eubanks, only employe 
of the Hartford office. 

Following the transfer of Hart- 
ford business, except payment of 
bills, to Alton, two employes of 
the Alton force refused to handle 
the new business, and wére sus- 
pended by the company. A com- 
pany spokesman said it was re- 
porte® that the Alton employes 
had received union instructions 
not to take over the business for- 
merly handled by Mrs. Eubanks. 

Company’s Explanation. 

There have been telephone com- 
munications between the company 
and Local 1455 about the situation, 
but no formal conferences, it was 
said at company headquarters. 
The company said the recent con- 
tract signed by Union Electric 
with the union specifies that dis- 
putes of this character are to be 
discussed through grievance ac- 
tion, and taken to arbitration if 
the grievance procedure fails. The 
company added that it had re- 
ceived no union request for for- 
mal discussion, and no warning 
of picketing. 

It was explained that the trans- 
fer of most of the Hartford office 
activities to Alton was in the in- 
terest of improved service for the 
800 Hartford customers. The new 
arrangement provides 24-hour 
service and more direct action for 
the Hartford area, it was said. 

The Venice power plant, for- 
merly known as Venice No. 1 and 
Venice No. 2, has 385 operating 
employes, in three shifts, and fur- 
nishes 35 per cent of the electric 
power to the St. Louis area. 

Cahokia, with 469 employes, fur- 
nishes 25 per cent of the total 
power output, Union Electric also 
manufactures power at its Ashley 
street plant in St. Louis and at 
the Osage and Keokuk dams. 

Failure of the union to picket 
the Ashley street plant, or the 
Osage power dam probably re- 
sulted from the fact that Missouri 
still has its strict labor statutes, 
the Madison Act and King-Thomp- 
son Act, both now under attack in 
the State Legislature. Between 
them, the labor acts prohibit sec- 
ondary boycotts, unanneunced 
work stoppages and strikes against 
utilities. ‘ 

AFL operating engineers caused 
an unauthorized power slowdown 
at the Venice plant last’ March in 
Sympathy with other members of 
their union, then on strike at the 
Shrewsbury plant of the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. The slowdown was 
remedied before there was any 
serious power curtailment, and 
three engineers held responsible 
were disciplined by suspension.

MINORITY LOAN REPORT 
PROPOSES 20 PCT. TP 


Pentladn and Turley Act 
After Refusing to Back 
32 Pct. Rate.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 21— 
A minority report recommending 
passage of a bill authorizing in- 
terest rates of 10 to 20 per cent a 
year on small loans up to $600 
was filed in the House today by 
Senator Robert Pentland of St. 


]Louis and Representative C. P. 


Turley of Van Buren. 

Pentland and Turley were the 
only members of the Senate-House 
conference committee on small 
loan legislation who refused to 
sign the mapority report recom- 
mending the legalization of rates 
ranging from 19.6 to 32 per cent. 

The majority report, signed by 
the other four Senators and four 
Representatibes who served on the 
joint committee, also was _ sub- 
mitted to the House today. Both 
reports were ordered printed, and 
the House decided to take up the 
controversial interest measures as 
a special order of business tomor- 
row at 1:30 p.m. 

The Turley-Pentland bill pro- 
vides interest rates of 20 per oent 
a year on installment loans up 
to $100, and 8 per cent a year on 
that part of loans in excess of 
$100 and up to $600. The eggre- 
gate of the two rates on a $600 
loan would be 10 per cent. 

These rates are considerably 
less than those proposed in the 
majority report. The rival rates 
are 28 per cent on loans up to 
$150, 24 per cent on that part of 
loans exceeding $150 and up to 
$400, and 8 per cent on that part 
of loans between $400 and $600. 
In addition, the majority proposal 
would permit lenders to assess a 
$1 “service charge” on loans. up 
to $50, which would increase the 
cost to borrowers on a $50 loan 
to at least 32 per cent. 

The Turley,Pentland rates rep- 
resent a slight increase over the 
interest rates voted by the House 
and rejected by the Senate. The 
House bill proposed a top of 18 
per cent on loans up to $100, and 
; — cent thereafter to a top of

1948 DRINK BILL 
8 BILLION; 8.7 PCT. 
LESS THAN IN 1947 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP)— 
Americans apparently drank less 
intoxicating liquor last year. At 
least they spent less on their 
drinking. 

This was reported yesterday by 
the Commerce Department, which 
said the total 1948 outlay for whis- 
ky, beer and wine was eight bil- 
lion dollars. The figure was 8.7 
per cent below 1947, and marked 
the first time since 1938 that the 
country’s drinkers had. spent less 
than they did the preceding year. 

The lower total was due in part 
to “some decline in price,” the de- 
partment noted, but the main 
cause was decreased consumption 
due to a “weakening of demand 
for items in the luxury class.” 

The department’s figures totaled 
what was sold across bars and 
store counters. They did not show 
the volume of liquor actually con- 
sumed. ‘ 

The nation spent $3,900,000,000 
on whisky and distilled spirits, 
$4,445,000,000 on beer and $455,000,- 
000 on wine. All those figures were 
below the 1947 totals. 


RICHMOND HEIGHTS INCREASES 
PROPERTY TAX RATE 12 CENTS 


The city council of Richmond 
Heights last night increased the 
tax rate 12 cents, bringing the 
total rate to 87 cents per $100 
valuation on personal and real 
property. This is the highest rate 
ever assessed in that city and iit is 
expected to offset a deficit of $13,- 
800 incurred in 1948. 

In a joint statement, the three- 


Duggan said the increase was 
necessary because city employes 
had been given three salary in- 
creases, totaling $20,734, since 
1947, and the cost of materials and 
supplies had increased a total of 
$16,710 since that time. In ad- 
dition, the council said, it was 
necessary to take $12,608 out of 
general revenue last year for 
sewer improvements. 

City Clerk A. B. Riley said the 
city’s expenses last year totaled 
$235,442. The budget for 1949 
anticipates revenue of $255,265. 
Anticipated expenses for this year 
were estimated at $258,847, leaving 
a deficit of $3582. Riley said, 
however, that there may be no 
deficit, because of the increased 
collection of taxes.

ASSAIL MORSE’ 
LABOR PROPOSAL 


| (Oregon. Senator to Con- 


tinue Speech on Plan 
for Congrss to Handle 
Emergency Strikes. 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP)— 
Senators sponsoring various plans 
for handling national emergency 
strikes blazed away at one an- 
other’s proposals today. 

With Senator Morse (Rep.), Ore- 
gon, ready to continue a lengthy 
speech he began yesterday, it was 
uncertain when voting on the issue 
would begin, It was supposed to 
begin yesterday. 

Morse has been hammering alike 
at the injunction proposal of Sen- 
ator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, and the 
“seizure” proposal of Senators 
Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, and Aiken 
(Rep.), Vermont. 

In turn, Taft and Douglas, in 
separate interviews, criticized 
Morse’s proposal to rely mainly 
on Congress to act in each sepa- 
rate strike that imperilled the 
national health or safety. 

Taft said the Morse plan might 
allow a filibuster to block any 
congressional voice in the matter. 
He said Congress can't determine 
working conditions because it is 
a “political arena.” 

Douglas said Congress might be 
unable to act with the speed re- 
quired in a national emergency. 
Or, if Congress acted, “it might 
act in passion,” he said. 

Time of Vote Uncertain. 

The Senate expected to devote 
a couple of hours to miscellaneous 
small bills befora getting back to 
Morse’s address. He spoke three 
hours yesterday and said he had 
“given only the first part of my 
speech.” 

Senator Lucas of Illinois, Demo- 
cratic leader, who had predicted 
that voting on national emergen- 
cies would begin yescterday, told 
reporters he did not know whether 
it would be reached today. 

He said he “hopes’—but is not 
sure—that the whole labor bill 
can be finished by the end of next 
week. Whatever bill the Senate 
passes to replace the Taft-Hartley 
law will go to tre House for con- 
sideration there. 

The Douglas-Aiken proposal Was 
to be voted on first. It would per- 
mit the Government to seize and 
actually operate an industry, up 
to 90 days, while an emergency 
board and the disputing parties 
worked toward a_ settlement. 
Douglas and Aiken say such sei- 
zure would permit an injunction if 
necessary but they don’t think it 
often would be necessary. 

Morse’s *name appeared with 
others on this proposal when it 
was first printed, but he later re- 
jected it and introduced his own 
lan. 

Yesterday Morse attacked the 
Douglas-Aiken proposal, He said 
it would turn out to be of “great 
disservice to American labor.” 

He -said he is “surprised” that 
some labor leaders are willing to 
accept it. He said it is unsound

Morse also assailed the Taft 
proposal, which includes—among 
other things — explicit authority

‘Congressional Leaders Consider Methods of 


Avoiding Extension of Session So Tru- 
man Plan Can Become Operative. _ 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP)— 
Congressional leaders today sought 
a way to act on President Tru- 
man’s seven new plans to reorgan- 
ize government agencies without 
‘keeping Congress in session until 
Aug. 20. 

Under the reorganization law 
passed last week, the proposals 


signing the reorganization bill 


would’ not become effective until 
they had been before Congress 60 
days without being rejected by 
either House. ’ 

The most important of the 
President’s proposals would set up 
a Department of Welfare headed 

a. cabinet-rank official. The 
other plans involve. the Bureau of 
Employment Security, Post Office 
Department, two national security 
agencies, Civil Service Commis- 
sion, Maritime Commission and 
Public Roads Administration. 

With little opposition to these 
reshuffling plans indicated, Senate 
and House leaders—with the Pres- 
ident’s knowledge and the private 
approval of Republican leaders— 
are trying to avoid the waiting 
period. . 

Their assumption is that Con- 
gress may be ready to adjourn be- 
fore mid-August. If it does so 
without taking some unusual step 
to provide for the reorganization 
plans, they would have to be sub- 
mitteed again next year.

SHANGHAI, June 21 (AP)— 
Raiding Chinese Nationalist planes 
today damaged the British freight- 
er Anchises, injuring four crew- 
men. The planes also fired a Shell 
Oil Co. warehouse. 

Three fighter-bombers staged 
the raid, the second attack on 
Communist-held Shanghai in 24 
hours. 

In the bomb-started fire at the 
Shell warehouse, 20,000 tons of 
kerosene and other petroleum 
products were destroyed. 

The raid resulted in the diver- 
sion of several foreign ships from 
this port, normally one of the 
world’s busiest. All foreign ship- 
ping is likely to stop immediately. 

A Nationalist blockade was an- 
nounced yesterday. It was to. be- 
gin June 26 and cover Communist 
ports from Foochow, south of here, 
1200 miles northward into Man- 
churia. 

In the enfeebled condition of the 
Nationalists, a bleckade of such a 
stretch is bound to be more paper 
than actual. However, the mere 
suspicion that the Nationalists 
had mined the Yangtze estuary 
servi to block Shanghai from 
June 9 to 16.

Walcott is 35 years of age, ac- 
cording to a birth certificate, but 
intimates of the fight game insist 
that he’s older, because he has 
been boxing nearly 20 years, or 
at least his record covers about 
20 years, including a five-year lay- 
off when he quit through dis- 
couragement. 

Charles is younger, being only 
27 years of age. 

All of these things add up to a 
jig saw puzzle which boxing men 
are trying to piece together and 
they come up with a iot of odd 
answers. 

Charles, they reason, should win 
because he’s younger, has a good 
punch, can come back from being 
hit hard to fight again. 

Walcott, others say, should be 
the victor, because he’s a heavy- 
weight and will have about 20 
pounds over Charles. He’s fought 
more and better heavyweights 
than Charles. Joe, who can punch 
with both hands, put Joe Louis 
on the canvas three times in their 
two meetings, one of which Wal- 
cott lost on a disputed decision.

two classes engaged in gambling: the 
criminals who shrewdly control, and the 
dupes in a stampede to be fleeced. 

Certainly they win sometimes; but 
they’re dupes, just the same. Ask any 
competent mathematician what your 
chances of winning are in any of the 
common gambling schemes. It may 
surprise you that in many of the more 
popular, it is less than one in a thousand. 
A few give you a chance of one in 50. 
That is, if they are operated honestly. 
But none are. 

Almost every authority on psychology 
or psychiatry will tell you that in gam- 
bling there is a mental and nervous ten- 
sion that is wholly wrecking. A person 
fully under the power of the gambling 
urge is very little short of actual tem- 
porary i ity. 

The nciple underlying gambling is 
wholly immoral. Its main attraction is 
the hope of getting something for notb- 
ing; and that is always demoralizing. It 
invariably lowers the individual’s sense 
of honesty and fair play.

Some Gain, Some Hope? 


The Big Four foreign ministers have not set- 
tled the German problem, let alone the total 
problem of East-West relations. That may be dis- 
appointing to those who had hoped that the 
world might be set straight with one good con- 
certed push. 

Those, however, who realize that progress al- 
most always has a way of being slow, will not set 
down the Paris meeting as a waste of time. 
Something has been accomplished, if only a 
little. And that little can become the foundation 
for greater achievements. 

For one thing, the Berlin impasse has been 
broken. A working agreement has been reached 
which puts more of the chores of municipal man- 
agement on German shoulders, instead of leav- 
ing them as subjects for international wrangles. 
There should be no need, henceforth, for such 
heroic but essentially wasteful operations as the 
airlift. Also, it should be possible for trade to 
move more freely across the lines established by 
the occupying powers. This should mean speed- 
ier and more natural recovery for the Germans. 


Since details must be worked out on the lower 
levels of the occupation authorities, the agree- 
ment may be the means of establishing more 
nearly normal relations between Russians, 
French, British and Americans. Here experience 
raises a warning finger. The agreement reached 
by the foreign ministers in Moscow quickly broke 
up on the secondary level in Berlin. That could 
happen again. 

But at least two factors permit the hope that it 
will not. First, the Russians became sufficiently 
impressed with Western firmness to be willing 
to go to Paris. Second, they made last-minute 
concessions when it seemed that the conference 
might break up without accomplishment. 


In the long run, the understanding on an Aus- 
trian peace treaty may prove equally as impor- 
tant as the Berlin agreement. Perhaps even 
more so. In a sense, it is a more direct step 
toward peace. The Russians did not insist on 
Yugoslavia’s territorial claims. Whether this 
was merely to teach Tito a lesson, or whether 
it was a genuine concession to international ac- 
cord will not matter too much if a treaty is even- 
tually signed. The concession of certain prop- 
erty rights to the Yugoslavs and the payment of 
$150,000,000 in reparations to Moscow are some- 
what disappointing, but they do not seem of suf- 
ficient magnitude to turn into long festering sacs 
of recrimination. 

As in the case of the Berlin agreement, details 
of the treaty must be drafted by deputies. Per- 
haps the foreign ministers will find these ac- 
ceptable when they meet again in connection 
with the United Nations sessions in September. 
Perhaps not. 

But there is no compulsion to take the gloom- 
iest possible view of the matter. With a prudent 
regard for the past, it is possible to hope that 
peace may be more readily achieved bit by bit 
than by trying to remove all difficulties with one 
lunge of the shovel.

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The Wrangling Goes On 


_ Some persons consider that Robert H. Jack- 
son has the most brilliant mind on the Supreme 
Court. There is good reason to believe that 
Franklin D. Roosevelt expected his former At- 
torney General to be Chief Justice some day. 

Yet unhappily Justice Jackson has made him- 
self perhaps the most unpopular member of the 
high bench on which he sits. Since he returned 
from Nuremberg, where he served as chief 
American prosecutor at the war crimes trials, 
he has unnecessarily barbed his fellow justices 
time after time. The latest occasion is in the 
7-to-2 decision knocking out a tax by Ohio on 
money paid out-of-state corporations on sales 
of materials made in Ohio plants. 

Justice Jackson, who prepared the majority 
opinion, was not content with that. He wrote a 
separate statement, in which none of his sup- 


_porting Justices joined, to spank the dissenters 


Justices Black and Douglas. The issue was the 
old one of whether a corporation is a “person”’ 
within the meaning of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment. Justice Black and Douglas think it is not 
and would like to have the court alter the dubi- 
ous 1886 interpretation of Chief Justice Waite. 

This question has been discussed thousands of 
times before. There is no call for anyone to 
get personal about it, least of all a member of 
the country’s highest court.

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More Babies Will: Be Beaten 


Ira Orville Amick admits that he beat an 18- 
month-old boy who had been left in his charge, 
without the approval of an official agency, by a 
mother who said she couldn’t take care of the 
child. It wasn’t the first time the child had been 
beaten, Amick admitted, but the boy’s mother 
and grandmother, who were paying Amick $12.50 
a week, learned of the way he was rearing the 
baby only when Mrs. Amick told them about it. 

Apparently, the only actor in this sordid inci- 
dent who will suffer is the baby. There’s a law 
in Missouri against beating children, but Amick 
isn’t going to be punished-under it because there 
weren’t any witnesses to the beating. There’s 
also a law, inadequate though it is, against pass- 
ing children around, without official approval, 
whenever the parents feel like '‘t. 

For six months, the baby’s mother, Mrs. Aileen 
Smith, had left her child to be reared by a man 
who knew so little about bringing up children 
that he beat the child for soiling its clothing be- 
fore the baby was old enough to be able to con- 
trol himself. How many psychological scars such 
treatment might cause can be only conjecture. 

The baby’s relatives certainly must shoulder a 
share of the blame, but equally responsible are 
Missouri's citizens, the pillars of society who 
read the story with a pious shudder, who have 
failed to make sure that Missouri’s laws on adop- 
tions and foster homes had enough teeth to make 
it impossible for anybody who knows so little 
about children to get hold of a baby in order to 
earn an extra $12.50 a week for caring for it. 

This isn’t the first case of child-beating under 
similar circumstances by a long shot, and, as 
long as the laws remain as imperfect as they are, 
it won’t be the last. Mere enforcement of the 
provisions against passing children around like 
prize petunias isn’t enough. 

The laws must be strengthened. There must 
be a provision which would make it possible to 
remove a child from a foster home before things 
have degenerated to the beating stage. There 
must be a provision requiring that trained social 
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workers approve every adoption or transfer of 
custody, and watch over a child’s progress in its 
foster home. Until those improvements are 
made, there are going to be more cases like this 
one, more babies who have been scarred because 
nobody was willing to take the trouble to see 
that they got a fair start in life. . 
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If Congress Permits 

President Truman announced his first govern- 
mental reorganization plan quickly—as soon as 
he signed the bill giving him authority to rear- 
range the executive branch. This will be a good 
measure—if Congress will let it be. 

Mr. Truman said he was disappointed because 
the bill permits a majority of either house to 
veto any of his planning. The weakness of such 
a proviso was demonstrated in 1930 when every 
one of a series of plans which then President 
Hoover submitted was killed by a one-house 
veto. 

Now Congress should be agreeable to the spec- 
tacle of a Democratic President following plans 
outlined by a Republican ex-President, since Mr. 
Hoover directed the Commission on Reorganiza- 
tion of the Government. No purely partisan op- 
position ought to appear in this question. 

Of first importance is the Truman-Hoover pro- 
posal to mass the Federal Security Administra- 
tion and other offices under a single Department 
of Welfare. At present 28 separate agencies deal 
with the confused welfare situation, and if it 
makes sense or efficiency to unify the armed 
services, certainly it is reasonable to unify 28 
offices dealing with any other single subject. 


Bringing order from this maze of bureaucracy 
is not the only purpose of a Welfare Department. 
Elevation of such work under a tenth Cabinet 
department would emphasize the importance 
which the realm of individual care and social se- 
curity has assumed in Government. 


Perhaps in Congress there are some who agree 
with former Secretary Byrnes’ sudden complaint 
about the dangers of a welfare state. This atti- 
tude not only rejects 17 years of history, but 
repudiates the popular demand for Government 
to do what private interests cannot do, or at least 
have not done, in advancing human welfare. 

Congresses have balked real organization of 
the executive department in the Taft, Wilson, 
Harding, Coolidge, Hoover and Roosevelt ad- 
ministrations, though permitting some improve- 
ments. President Truman wants reorganization. 
It will be up to Congress therefore, whether the 
on-the-whole fine and thoroughgoing work of the 
Hoover commission is utilized for the more effi- 
cient and less costly functioning of the Govern- 
ment. 


Robeson in the Wrong Role 

Just returned from a European tour on which 
he condemned the United States and lauded 
Soviet Russia, Paul Robeson lost no time in giv- 
ing a repeat performance before 3500 persons at 
a Harlem meeting. He declared that he loves 
the “Soviet people more than any other nation” 
and that American Negroes never would go to 
war against Russia. 

“T repeat it with hundredfold emphasis,” he 
said. “They will not.” 

However, several Negro leaders and practically 
the entire Negro press repudiated Robeson’s 
original remarks when he made them in Paris. 
It is to the credit of the Negro people that they 
have paid small heed to Robeson. As the Pitts- 
burgh Courier said: “The colored citizens of this 
country have fought in every war waged for the 
defense of their country and they will continue 
to do so.” 

Robeson, a four-letter man at Rutgers, a Phi 
Beta Kappa, a singer and actor of renown, and a 
striking figure of a man, has allowed his mis- 


guided crusading zeal to cut him down to pygmy~ 


size. He could do far more for his people if his 
remarks were tinctured with temperance and 
truth. 
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The Plus-Five Plan 


City Counselor James E. Crowe has shown in- 
genuity almost beyond the call of duty in devis- 
ing the city’s new plan for a 75-cent weekly 
transit pass, with a 5-cent charge for each ride. 

Crowe had his orders. The Board of Aldermeri 
had told him to find a common ground between 
citizens outraged at the abolition of all. weekly 
streetcar and bus passes, and the Public Service 
Co. which felt that any such. pass was a waste of 
revenue. 

This, we think, Mr. Crowe achieved. His plus- 
five proposal adds up to 15 rides at 10 cents” 


each. No one would buy a pass for fewer rides, 


and more rides would cost less. 

By such mathematics, Crowe overcomes com- 
pany objections to possible over-use of passes, 
with the added nickel as a deterrent. Otherwise 
it seems a reasonable economic assumption that 
as traffic increases, the company should charge 
less. 

The company seeks a rate equal to $1.88 for 15 
rides, on the basis of a 13-cent fare or two tokens 
for 25 cents. This is worse than the plan for a 
$1.75 pass which the company abandoned. At 
some such rate the cost becomes more than the 
traffic will bear, and downtown merchants al- 
ready complain of a business decline since 


weekly passes were abolished. 


If St. Louis expects anything from its ab- 
sentee-owned transit system, it is some encour- 
agement to ride streetcars and busses. That is 
what produces revenue. Is it too great an ex- 
pectation for the Public Service Co.? 
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Long Forward Stride in Illinois 


This divided Illinois Legislature has done one 
piece of work for which it should long be re- 
membered. It has completed work on Gov. Ste- 
venson’s proposal to take the State Highway 
Police out of politics. : 

Previously passed by the overwhelming vote 
of 116 te 11 in the Democratic House, the bills 
which will free the Illinois state patrolmen from 
political bosses and wasteful patronage turnover, 
have now gone through the Republican Senate, 
46 to 0. Since the entire membership of the 
Senate is 51 this comes mighty close to unani- 
mous support by every member. 

The plan of the bills is wholly fair to both 
parties and that is why the G.O.P. Senators could 
find no reason to oppose it. Through this year 
and next, qualified appointments will be made 
until the patrol force of 500 consists of equal 
numbers recommended through the party or- 
ganizations. After Dec. 31, 1950, party recom- 
mendations will be out the window and a police 
merit system board will handle all applications 
and appointments. 

Since Gov. Stevenson campaigned for this ‘is- 
sue, his signature is as good as on these bills. 
Here is something for which all citizens of 
Illinois can thank their legislators—and par- 
ticularly their new Governor. What Adlai E. 
Stevenson has done, Dwight H. Green could have 


done as long ago as 1941. ‘

thinks China is ripening for another Tito affair; the reason is that

It is reported from Moscow that Vyache- 
slav Mikhailovich Molotov’s main job nowa- 
days is to figure out and guide Soviet policy 
toward China. The task is a formidable 
one. 


Moscow has been relatively dulcet in its 
reaction toward a revolution which, no mat- 
ter how much may be said to the contrary, 
owes little to Soviet 
Russia except inspira- 
tion and _ ideology. 

One can easily under- 

stand the reason for 

Moscow’s pianissimo. 

Tito captured Yugo- 

slavia in the name of 

the world revolution, 

and look how Tito 

turned out! No event 

since 1917 can have 

caused more conster- 

nation in the Krem- Molotov 
lin than Tito’s defection — except Chiang 
Kai-shek’s. 


It is often forgotten that Chiang did a 
Tito on Stalin 20 years before Tito himself. 
The speed of the Chinese Communist revo- 
lution and the progress it has made under 
its own steam must be somewhat embar- 
rassing to Moscow against the background 
of its 1927 memories. 


Soviet relations with China are tied to 
the Soong-Molotov treaty of 1945, which 
carried into effect the Cairo Declaration of 
1943. This accounts for some of the peculi- 
arities of recent Soviet conduct in China. 

When the Communists came close to 
Nanking, the Soviet Embassy closed down, 
and the Ambassador and his staff shifted 
to Canton so as to be near the Nationalist 
rump. Then the Soviet consulate moved 
out of Shanghai ahead of the arrival of the 
Communists. The Russians could argue 
that, having pledged “moral and material 
aid” to Chiang Kai-shek under the 1945 
treaty, they are engaged in fulfilling their 
obligations, though the only business they 
have done in Canton seems to have been 
the extortion of air privileges in Sinkiang 
Province. 

How all this “masterly inactivity” is sit- 
ting with the Chinese Communists must 
await more light and leading than is yet 
available out of the present obscurity in 
China. It may yet turn out that the Rus- 
sians have become prisoners of their own 
‘acrobatics in China. 


For this is not the only dilemma with 


which they are faced in China. There is 


Manchuria. 


Under the Cairo Declaration the Chinese 
have lost Manchuria to Soviet Russia. They 
have stripped it, “pastoralized” it, put its 
amazingly rich agricultural resources at So- 
viet disposal, and installed a Chinese puppet 
by the name of Li-san. What is now géing 
on there is a mystery, for the American 
consuls are kept incommunicado, though 
their colleagues in China proper are free 
to come and go as they please. This, in 
itself, is an indication that what was once 
Manchuria should more properly be called 
a Russian province. 


In other words, Russia has taken the 
place of Japan as the arch-imperialist at 
the expense of China. The Chinese, to be 
sure, still give that dubious honor to the 
Americans, But when the facts of life 
dawn upon the Communists, any change is 
possible, even the transfer of the role to 
which they have assigned the Americans, 
One day they are bound to look north to 
Russified Manchuria and turn irredentist. 


It should be the prime purpose of Ameri- 
can propaganda today to promote such a 
psychological transition. Specifically the 
time has arrived to tear up the Cairo Dec- 
laration as a contract which the Russians 
have frustrated, and to say why. Having 
abused the declaration, the Russians have 
made the Sino-Russian treaty concluded 
under it the most glaring “unequal treaty” 
in Chinese history. 

Under the principle of international law 
called rebus sic stantibus the declaration is 
therefore invalid. Manchuria belongs to 
China! In time to come nothing is more 
likely than that Manchuria will be the 
sore point between China and Russia, and 
that day should be hastened. 


A campaign against the Cairo Declaration 
in toto would, of course, affect Formosa as 
well as Manchuria. Formosa would have 
to be declared to be what it is in fact, viz, 
a trust territory pending the peace treaty 
with Japan. But this need not cause em- 
barrassment in any propaganda in Commu- 
nist China against the Cairo Declaration. 
Formosa happens to be under control of 
Chiang’s Nationalists, not of the Commu- 
nists. 

In short, Mr. Molotov in his new job may 
find himself afflicted with the greatest 
headache in his career, if this country un- 
derlines the patent facts of the Sino-Rus- 
sian relation.

THE SPECTACULAR SAN FRANCISCANS, by Julia 
way Altrocchi. (E. P. Dutton & Co., Inc., Pgs, 


Passing in review through the pages of 
this well-documented history are the great 
and near-great of San Francisco society. 
Mrs. Altrocchi shows the “evolution” of this 
society from the Spanish regime of “dolce 
far niente” to the rugged and lusty frontier 
society of the Americans and the gradual 
polishing off of its rough edges into the 
well-rounded society of today.

and Southern aristoc- 
racies vie with each 
other for supremacy, 
and the beloved con- 
ductor, Pierre Mon- 
teux rises to the 
heights of the musi- 
cal world. 
A great “levelling” 
took place in 1906, 
With a giant roar, 
- the earthquake shook 
Peg peer the seven hills and 
sotien = what it did not de 
stroy, the flames consumed. There was a 
levelling of society, also. Nob Hill and the 
rest of the city mixed, perhaps for the first - 
time, and with an unbridled zest, for which | 
San Franciscans are noted, joined hands 
to build the city anew.

In quoting Carlyle’s concept 
that “society is founded upon cloth,” she 
amply demonstrates her agreement with his 
philosophy; in fact, feminine apparel is de- 
scribed so frequently and thoroughly, the 
average reader may find it dull going at: 
times. 

For those who are interested in the.

sively “gay” social affairs, the book should 
prove of interest. To readers Who anticipaté 
a more penetrating study of the causative 
factors which resulted in the behavior de- 
scribed, the book is somewhat disappointing,

JAPAN—ENEMY OR ALLY?, by W. MacMahon Bail, 

(John Day Co., New York, $5.) 

The author, a former British Common- 
wealth member of the Allied Council for 
Japan, reviews Gen. MacArthur’s policies in 
Japan and questions the wisdom of re- 
building Japanese industry by strengthen- 
ing the same forces which drove Japan 
into the war. Ball doubts that the Japa- 
nese have undergone any change of heart 
in adopting democracy, as “promised” in 
their new constitution. He rather believes 
Japan will return to her old ways the mo- 
ment the last American soldier leaves. “If 
we want Japan as our ally,” the author, 
says, “the way to succeed is not by sub- 
sidizing reactionary governments, or re- 
suming trade relations with a disguised 
Zaibatsu, but by giving firm friendship 
and effective help to the Japanese people.”

JEFFERSON CITY, June 21— 


The Senate Highways Committee 


last night voted to report favora- 


bly for passage of a new state 
drivers’ license bill. It would re- 
place the present inadequate law, 
under which, President Wruman 
recently said facetiously, a “license 
could be bought at the corner drug 
store for a quarter.” 

The bill reported is a Senate 
substitute for a House bill and 


conforms to a measure introduced 
at the beginning of the session by 
Senator H. R. Williams of Cass- 
ville. 


It provides for physical examina- | 


tion of applicants and the usual 
road tests of driving ability and 
knowledge, but it has a serious 
weakness in that it does not re- 
quire examination of persons who 
hold licenses under the present 
law, or whose licenses have not 
lapsed for more than 60 days, or 
are not under suspension. Licenses 
of present drivers would be auto- 
matically renewed on application. 
Examinations by State Patrol. 

Under the bill examinations for 
licenses would be conducted by 
the State Highway Patrol in the 
county in which the applicant re- 
Bides. The examination would 
consist of eye test, ability to read 
and understand highway signs, 
practical knowledge of traffic laws 
and would include an actual dem- 
onstration of ability to drive. 

The licenses rroper would be is- 
sued by the Director of Revenue 
for a $1 fee. They would not be 


issued to habitual drunkards or |: 


users of narcotics, persons of un- 
sound mind, or to any person 
whose driving. in the opinion of 
the director, would be inimical 
to public safety. 

On prima facie evidence of in- 
competence, the director would 
give 10 days notice to the person 
to appear for examination. This 
provision being applicable to those 
now holding licenses. 


Suspension Authority. 


Authority would be given to sus- 
pend the license of any person 
who has caused death or injury 
to another or serious property 
damage by reckless driving, to any 
person who is a habitual negligent 
driver, habitual violator of traffic 
laws, who is incompetent to drive 
or who has rermitted the illegal 
use of his license. 

There is provision for the issu- 
ance of restricted licenses to per- 
sons whose physical condition re- 
quires the installation of special 
mechanical devices in the aggecng 
bile.

of Hohenzollern, granddaughter of 
Germany’s last Kaiser, and Clyde 
Harris of Amayillo, Texas, were 
married this morning. 


The royal Hohenzollern flag of 
black and white, with a black 
eagle, flew in th® bright sunshire 
over the 1000-year-old Castle Ho- 
henzollern as the couple, both 31 
years old, exchanged their vows. 
Harris, an interior decorator, 
will take his royal bride from this 
great castle to an apartment in 
Amarillo. 

Heading the list of royal guests 
was the bride’s father, Crown 
Prince Wilhelm, 72, who would be 
emperor of Germany if the coun- 
try were still a monarchy. The 
wedding brought the whole Ger- 
man royal family together for the 
first time since ‘the war. The 
bride’s mother, Crown Princess 
Cecilie, and three brothers were at 
the ceremony. 

Mixed with the royalty were 
several American friends of the 
groom, among them Lawrence Ha- 
gy, former Mayor of Amarillo, and 
Wes Izzard, editor of the Amaril- 
lo News-Globe. 

The couple officially became 
man and wife in a simple civil 
ceremony performed by the Hech- 


ingen mayor, Paul Binderief, in a 
small tower room of the castle, 
3500 feet above sea level. 

From a spectatof’s point of 
view, however, that was but a 
prelude to a formal Protestant re- 
ligious ceremony in the castle’s 
tiny thapel. The wedding party 
moved in a solemn _ procession 
from the tower room to the 
chapel.

Just what it is was not dis- 
closed in statements from the 
commission and from Chairman 
McMahon (Dem.), Connecticut, of 
the Senate-House Atomic Energy 
Committee. 

There is a possibility that no 
material is actually missing and 
that there has been only a book- 
keeping error. 

McMahon said the committee 
is investigating “an inventory dis- 
crepancy” the plant. He said 
it “is not of a kind for the Amer- 
ican people to become alarmed 
about.” 

He made the statement as his 
committee met to continue hear- 
ings on charges by Senator Hick- 
enlooper (Rep.), Iowa, that there 
has been “incredible mismanage- 
ment” of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission under the chairmanship 
of David E. Lilienthal. 
McMahon’s statement was in re- 
sponse to questions from reporters 
about published reports of “loss” 
of uranium at Oak Ridge. 
Atomic plants attempt to keep 
an up-to-the-minute record of al] 
materials in the plant. The term 
“inventory discrepancy” that Mc- 
Mahon used means this record in- 
dicates some material is unac- 
counted for. The term is broad 
enough, however, to cover simply 
a bookkeeping error. 

McMahon said the management 
of the Oak Ridge plant—the Car- 
bide & Carbon Co., has taken 
“great precautions” not only to 
obtain as exact an inventory as 
possible, but to safeguard the in- 
stallation.

QUICK-FROZEN

MOSCOW, June 21 (AP)— 
Quick-frozen corn-on-the-cob is 
one of the most popular new food 
items on sale in Moscow. 

In general, frozen foods which 
have been on sale here for some 
time—even during the war years 
—are getting more attention from 
consumers. Sales of them are in- 
creasing and the available assort- 
ment on sale is being widened. 
The favorite, however, was and 
continues to be frozen green peas, 

The newspaper Izvestia recently 
announced that the output of pre- 
served foods of all sorts would rise 
The canning 
factories of the Ministry of Food 
will increase their output by 25 
per cent this summer over last. 
About 250 different types of 
canned fruits and vegetables will 
be produced this year. 

Canned tomatoes and canned 
tomato puree production will be 
particularly increased. This is an 
extremely popular item with Rus- 
sian housewives who like to use 
tomatoes in cooking—for the tra- 
ditional Russian soup “borscht” as 
well as for other dishes. 

Fruit and vegetable juices—both 
fresh and canned—are also catch- 
ing on rapidly with Russian con- 
sumers. Many stores throughout 
Moscow advertise them with large 
electric signs. They can be bought 
in many stores.

Rush On to Windsor 


For Tax Saving

WINDSOR, Ont., June 21. 
OT since prohibition days has there been such 
N: rush to this Canadian border city, just 
across the river from Detroit. 

The lure is gold plus the human inclination to 
beat Uncle Sam’s 

Trav- 
ellers from the 
United States are 
cashing in on Can- 
ada’s removal last 
March 23 of its 15 
per cent travel tax.

gains and the rush was on. Thousands hurry 

across the border daily, intent on saving a cool 

15 per cent by buying tickets in Canada for use 
in the United States. 

Air lines are enjoying a bonanza and business 
is booming also for bus lines and railroads. Under 
an International Air Transport agreement air- 
plane tickets may be bought in Canada without 
restrictions as to the departure point. It’s as 
easy to buy a ticket here, for example, from St. 
Louis to New York as it would be to obtain one 
between here and another Canadian city.

IT IS NOT quite so simple for the average 
visitor from the United States when it comes to 
railroads and busses. Tax exempt tickets on 
those lines must originate in Canada unless sold 
over a system doing business in both countries. 
The St. Louis Cardinals recently benefited by this 
arrangement, buying railroad tickets through a 
Hamilton, Ont., farm club for an eastern trip in 
the United States. 

The railroad and bus line terminals here are 
thronged by Detroiters, many of them bound for 
long vacations in the United States. Since the 
fare from this city to Detroit is only about 15 
cents, it’s a trifle to pay for a tax free ticket to 
some distant point in the U. S. A. 

But the big business is going to the airlines. 
Attractive tax savings are assured because of 
their larger base fares, as compared with rates 
for rail coaches or busses.

ONE CANADIAN COMPANY’S American busi- 
ness has jumped from $20,000 to $100,000 a month. 
It has leveled off some as airlines have hastened 
to open branch offices here but the total volume 
of business continues to swell. Offices have been 
opened here by such airlines as Eastern, Ameri- 
can, Northwest and TWA. Others have indi- 
cated their intention to move over. The newly 
created branches are doing more business than 
the big ticket offices in populous Detroit. 

Customers range from vacationists to business 
men, They have come here from all over the 
United States, including St. Louis. Now they have 
begun to flood the mails with ticket orders. The 
mai] order business, authorized a few days ago, is 
attaining terrific proportions. 

Personal checks are not acceptable but cash- 
jers’ checks and other certified drafts are wel- 
comed. United States currency for such orders is 
the authorized medium. The Foreign Exchange 
Control Board was quick to clamp down on at- 
tempts to add to the tax saving by utilizing 
Canadian money at a favorable rate, around 8 


per cent.

TYPICAL airline ticket »savings on tickets 
ordered by St. Louisans are: From St. Louis to 
Los Angeles, $15.44; to New York, $8.31; to Miami, 
$10.83; to Chicago, $2.33 and to Detroit, $4.02.

F Hopalong Horace Greeley had to do all his

Almost—Most 


UESTION: In my English 
(Je recently a question arose 

as to the correctness of this 
sentence: “Most all the money was 
spent.” I labeled it “wrong.” But 
many of the class think that it is 
correct. May we have one of your 
sane and sensible articles?—Mrs. 
" Se . BR ok 

Answer: Let’s begin by. aefining 
the words almost and most: 

Almost, the adverb, means, “all 
but: a little short of; nearly.” 

Most, the adjective, means, “the 
greatest in rank, number, or im- 
portance; practically all.” 

Now, most for almost is rather 
widespread, but it is not good 
usage, and I should avoid it in 
serious speech and writing. Web- 
ster’s calls it “dialectal.” 

To simplify things, let us say 
that almost means “nearly,” and 
that most means “practically all.” 
Now then, let’s look at your sen- 
tence: “Most all the money was 
spent.” This is equivalent to say- 
ing “Practically all all the money 
was spent.” The two “all’s” do 
not make sense. 

If we use the word almost, the 
sentence becomes correct: Almost 
(nearly) all the money was spent. 

Dubious: “Most everybody were 
there’ No, decidedly. It is the 
same as saying, “Practically all 
everybody was there.” Also, every- 
body is singular, not plural. Cor- 
rect: Almost (or nearly) every- 
body was there. 

Dubious: “Most all of the food 
was gone.” Omit “of” after “all.” 
Correct: Almost (or nearly) all the 
food was gone. 

Wrong: “We were most frozen.” 
This is an especially common 
error. Better say: We were al- 
most (or nearly) frozen, 

Wrong: “We were most nearly 
there when .. .” An impossible 
locution. Better say: We were al- 
most (or nearly) there when...

“Veteran Major Leaguer, Stands High ‘in Estimation of Players and Fans 


Dixie Walker,

One of a series of articles on 
who’s who and who's new in 
big-league baseball this year. 


HE Cardinals and Brooklyn 

Dodgers, who provided the first 

pennant playoff in major 
league history three years ago, 
were engaged in one of their many 
famous battles at Sportsman’s 
Park, and out in right field a 
rangy player in the gray uniform 
of the visitors fidgeted as a St. 
Louis pinch-runner took a long 
lead off first base. 

The right -fielder was Fred 
(Dixie) Walker, darling of the 


Dodger fans and a competitor re- . 


garded as one of coolest under fire 
in .baseball.. But nervously he 
watched the frisky Redbirds run- 
ner increase that lead to the dan- 
ger point. | 
“Darn it, Harry, be careful,” 
Dixie muttered to himself as the 
Brooklyn pitched whipped the ball 
to first base. The pickoff play 
failed, but at dinner that night 
Dixie gave the rival St. Louis 
player a scolding in the manner 
of a relieved mother who just has 
seen her child almost run over. 
Harry Walker laughed as he told 
this story recently about his big 
brother, illustrating Dixie’s con- 
cern for his welfare, and then in 


an affectionate tone he added, 


“Fred is more like a father than 
And if I were 


more about me.” 

The story was related later to 
Dixie, now with Pittsburgh, and he 
smiled and said softly, “Well, when 
there are only two of you (broth- 
ers), you’re unusually close.” 


The ability to play major league 
baseball is a rare skill, so it’s an 
astonishing coincidence that for 
two generations the Walkers of 
the deep South have made the 
grade. Father Ewart, the original 
Dixie,- was a lefthanded pitcher 
with Washington 40 years ago. His 
only brother, the boys’ Uncle 
Ernie, later was an outfielder with 
the Browns. 


Ewart Walker didn’t last long 
in baseball’s big-time, though his 
name was a familiar one in South- 
ern Association box scores for 
many seasons. And he was pleased 
when the family moved from Villa 
Rica, Ga., Fred’s birthplace, that 
his older son took an interest in 
the semi-pro team he managed for 
a coal-mining company at Sipsey, 
Ala. As a result, Ol’ Dixie was 
harder on Fred and then Harry, 
eight years younger, than on the 
ag youngsters who played for 

m. 


“He had the right idea, though,” 
Fred explained. “He demanded 
hustle, unfailing effort, and be 
cause we were his own and he 
wanted the best for us, he was 
one critical of us than anyone 
else.”

Young Dixie joined Old Dixie in 
a Birmingham steel mill, where 
the father, in addition to manag- 
ing the plant’s ball club, was first 
helper at the open hearth. Fred, 
then 17, was put on as extra 
helper to qualify for the team, and 
it was while playing for the mill 


mine that he attracted the atten- 


tion of professional scouts. 


A righthanded thrower who 
from the age of ‘12 batted from 
the left side of the plate, though 
to this day he can’t remember 
why he changed, Dixie was prom- 
ising enough for Birmingham’s in- 
dependently-owned Southern Asso- 
ciation team to offer him $500 to 
turn professional in 1928. Within 
three seasons he had earned his 
first major league chance with the 
fabulous New York Yankees. 

In his early major league days 
Dixie had worries that included 
an outstanding Yankee outfield— 
Babe Ruth, Earle Combs and Ben 
Chapman—which kept him com- 
muting from New York to the 
Newark farm club and then riding 
the bench at Yankee Stadium. 
And, worse, he kept tearing his 
right shoulder fromi its socket in 
a series of accidents that made his 
latter-day . baseball success - ex- 
tremely unlikely. 

Sliding into home plate in a 
1933 game at Yankee Stadium, 
Dixie landed heavily on his shoul- 
der and suffered a handicapping 
injury for the first time. The in- 
jury recurred in a 1935 exhibition 
game at West Point. And shortly 
after the Yankees had given up 
on him and sent him to the Chi- 
cago White Sox in May of 1936, 
Walker hurt the shoulder once

OW Dixie can look back hu- 

morously on that black crisis 

of '36, for he’s a player of af- 
fluence, an athlete who has driven 
sharp bargains at contract time. 
He holds absentee ownership in 
a profitable New York liquor 
store, half-interest of the Walker 
brothers’ hardware store in Birm- 
ingham and in the smart Moun- 
tain Brook suburb of that Ala- 
bama city where Dixie, Estelle 
and their four chijdren live in a 
10-room house, 

At the time, though, only a 
delicate shoulder operation saved 
Dixie from early discard to base- 
ball’s junkpile, and it was then 
that he came into his own as a 
hitter. In the 13 seasons that 
followed, including three in. the 
American League, he failed only 
in 1939 and 1942 at. Brooklyn to 
hit more than .300. And in 1945 
his .357 average led the National 
League. 

There’ was one more serious in- 
jury in Walker’s career, however, 
and it made possible one of the 
most amazing all-time unions in 
baseball history—the wedding of 
Dixie to Dodger fans. 


A knee was torn from its moor- 
ings while Dixie was with Detroit 
in 1939 and after he had been on 
the shelf awhile, the Tigers waived 
him out of the American League. 
Grabbing anyone and anything to 
lift Brooklyn out of the second 
division, explosive Larry MacPhail 
claimed the crippled outfielder. 


Dixie played well for the down- — 


trodden Dodgers the remainder of 
that season, but, he related with a 
good sense of humor, he would 
have been sent to the minors be- 
fore the 1940 season—only the 
Cardinals’-owned Columbus farm 
of the American Association con- 
sidered -him too great a physical 
risk! 

By then Walker and MacPhail 
had begun their annual wrangle 
over a clause in his contzact that 
would determine his salary By the 
number of games he could play, 
and by then this son of the South 
was the Peepul’s Cherce, a strong 
favorite with the Flatbush fans 
who thought his soft drawl was as 
funny as he found their classic ac- 
cent, 

Brooklyn liked the pleasant 
smile and friendliness of the big 
balding blond, and his winning 
persondiity. But there was strong 
and more tangible affection, too, 
for the timely way he won close 
games by getting hits when they 
counted most. However, Dixie ex- 
plained the attachment this way: 

“I think they like me the way 
anyone goes for someone they con- 
sider an underdog. Perhaps be- 
cause he recognized the -publicity 
value, Ma@Phail would be quoted 
in the press as leaning over back- 
wards to pin losing games on me, 
and every spring Leo Durocher 
would name someone who was 
certain to run the old man out of 
the right fie}d.

_ If West had led a diamond, 
South would have had easy sail- 
ing, winning four heart tricks, two 
diamonds, one club, and two 
spades by. virtue of the finesse. 
West, however, was not the sort 
of player who opens partner’s suit 
under any and all conditions. He 
recognized that East’s bid might 
have been a shade “desperate” and 
that it did not necessarily guaran- 
tee top cards in the suit. 

Actually, the best defense would 
have been a heart lead, but West 
could scarcely be that clairvoyant, 
and his selection of the spade jack 
cannot be criticized. East played 
low, and South won with the 
queen. The heart king” was then 
laid down; East won and shifted 
to his top diamond. South played 
the queen, West won, and returned 
the spade three. South took East’s 
king and led the heart jack. West 
won with the queen — and now 
came the crucial point of the play! 

If West had returned anything 
except the card he did lead, de- 
clarer either would have estab- 
lished a spade trick in dummy or 
would have made two clubs—but 
actually, West laid down the club 
queen! 

That upset declarer’s apple-cart! 
It would do no good to hold up the 
club ace, since West. would cer- 
tainly lead a second round, and 
when the club ace was played, 
South found himself with one los- 
er too many.

“This (Democratic) governor 
must have been born in a political 
fairyland.” 

Libonati quickly added that 
Stevenson “is to be congratulated” 
for giving Republicans their share 
and not making a political sweep 
of the police force. 

Meanwhile, the. Democratic 
House voted unanimous approval 
of Stevenson’s bills to improve en- 
forcement of Illinois mine safety 
laws. The Senate will act on them
